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Digicon 83 

The International Conference on the Digital Arts 

It may he Aug l?th I983 but I have the feeling that 
I've been living in the year 2000 for the past 4 days. 

I was attending Digicon 83, a conference and festival 
of the arts (musical and visual) and their use or inter¬ 
action with technology. It was an event of international 
caliber with a majority of the people from North America. 
There were 3 parts to the event. Part one was a 3 day 
conference with lectures, demonstrations and discussions 
by some of the most important people concerned with art 
and the way technology especially digital computers eff¬ 
ects it. Part 2 was a festival open to the public. It 
included synthesizer displays by some of the better man¬ 
ufactures, works of art that were created with the assis¬ 
tance of computers, videos and movies that either demon¬ 
strated computer graphics or were made with computer 
graphics and lastly playlabs where your average joe-jane 
public could be found, headphones attached, creating 
the latest creative masterpiece. 

The third part of Digicon 83 was live performances 
of music and art, On Aug 15 th 'The Electric Night Show" 
was stagged with 4 different performances that included 
dance, acoustic music, digital music, video and laser 
images. A full review should (and hats been) written about 
each performance but I'11 deal with an overview of the 
event. I believe that the idea of the evening was to 
bring.the hi-tech and art world together in front of 
the public for the enjoyment and education of those 
attending. Because of technical problems, a MG that 
didn't belong there and the old adage that electronic 
music by itself is boaring as hell, the evening was a 
failure. On the otherhand as an event to show conference 
delegates and open minded individuals that the world of 
art and technology is progressing then I believe the show 
succeded. What I got out of the evening were more quest¬ 
ions than answers. I also got a confirmation of my belief 
that no matter how much technology is involved the bottom 
line on electronic music performed live is that it must 
be entertaining. The second evening of the conference 
went much better when a social was held at the local 
planitarium. This time the uses of technology (lights, 
slides, lasers) was done tastefully with the prerecorded 
electronic music, to creat an environment for inteligent 
thought or peaceful relaxation depending on your mood. 

As for the festival I chalk it up as a great success. 
The synthesizer displays were most interesting in that 
everyone from the casual music listener to synthesizer 
virtuoso was catered to. A hands on atmosphere was encou¬ 
raged as a constant din of music filled the air. I especi¬ 
ally found the Fairlight exhibit interesting, from the 
start of recording AAAHHH into a mike, the operator was 
making musical events by the many effects that could be 
used to change the original sound. The art displays both 
in visual enjoyment and technical creation were most 
impressive. Nine works by David EM, created using the 
technology of the Jet Propulsion Labs were on exhibit. 

They had an amazing three dimensional effect and allowed 
the viewer to travel to a land of huge spaces with minute 
detail. A lecture by David EM on Day 3 on "the creation of 
these works made them all the more interesting. In two 
seperate theaters video art was exhibited in many diff¬ 
erent styles and forms. Examples of computer graphics 
both for use in art and the commercial use of the tech¬ 
nology were a visual treat.

The conference part was open only to delegates and 
was attended by everyone from the university professor 
to the struggling musician and artist. My education in 
electronics and one year computer course helped but most 
of the lectures were a bit above my knowledge. Even with 
that disadvantage I feel I was watching many new ideas 
being exchanged and discussed. On the third day of the 
conference there were exceptional lectures by Joan 
Truckenbrods and Herbert Brun on how we should approch 
the marriage of art and technology. Although others may 
have interpreted their lectures differently, I feel they 
proposed that we move forward and attempt to bring the 
artist and the technican together for the good of both 
fields. For me there were other highlights in the con¬ 
ference. One was a performance called Creating Visual 
Music by Jean Piche and Jody Gillerman. The delegates 
eyes were treated to a large video image of a womans 
bare shoulder interspiiced with stills ox nudes. Defussed 
overtop was a graphic patteren that was being altered 
by the live electronic music. Both performers were at 
the side of the screen creating this ten minute sumptuous 
feast for eyes and ears. A discussion followed that agin 

lost me in the technical jargon. 

In conclusion I feel Digicon was a great success and 
achived its goals. It brought people together and init¬ 
iated discussion on the effects of technology on thejart 
world. It displayed to the public the latest in the xield 
of computer music and graphics, and it made the delegates 
leave with more questions then answers that I'm sure will 
keep them busy over the next few years. Since August 
I've had the pleasure of meeting with Cindy Noakes, one 
of Digicons direstors. It was an education to hear of 
how Digicon came to be and the problems they ran into. 

The good news is Digicon 85 is already in the planning 
stage. If this report has got you interested tnen j- 
suggest you circle Aug 85 on your calender and watch 
CLEM for further details. 

If you want to know more, it is hoped that there will 
be reviews in Keyboards and Polyphony. Two New Hours 
on C3C radio has done atleast one 2 hour special on 
Digicon.

From the questionair in May 83 I got 140 returned 
and I believe that this is a good return for the 1200 
that were sent out. CLEM contacts thought 38 "to 21 
that CLEM should publish all EM contacts, while 
subscribers voted 27 to 7 on the same question. This 
is one of the points that made me decided that CLEM 
will now print all contact addresses. I'd like 
to try for another questionair in Sept 84 and any 
one who wants to submit an example is welcome to. 

Because of the delay of this update l d be foot¬ 
ing myself to try for another issue in May 84. 

There's also plans for me to take a short holiday 
at that time. There fore the next issue of CLEM will 
be a complete revision of all contacts plus any new 
ones, called Sept 84. A deadline for receiving your 
music and information will be Aug 15 th. 

As you can see I've changed the formate and your 
comments will be appreciated. This lormate is a lot 
cheaper to print so there should be no price increase 
unless the postal costs go up. There's a good chance 
of selling advertizing in Sept. 84.

In Sept. 84 1 
want to add a cross-reference index and also a 
video section. A local import store has a PAL 
system TV and VHF player, .see Odyssey Records in 
the last minute update section, or send the tapes 
direct to me, also Peter Moser has the regular vrfF 
system. I'd also like to split the record secuion up 
into 3 sections; one being the true independents, 
two being record companies that produce the records 
or tames and three being distributors of records, 
tapes,. magazines, etc. So please use the following

CLAS Distribution news is kind of a good news, 
bad news story. I’m not breaking any sales records 
but I will continue CLAS for atleast one more year. 
It's a matter of getting an address list of potential 
buyers and a monthly catalogue. So again.I have „o 
say I've no money to purchase product but will sel^ 
on consignment if you want. As for the compilation 
tape Stitching Small Tears (see CLAS catalogue; 
we've only about 30 copies left so get them while 
they last. After a lot of work and 500 cassettes I 
think SST achived it’s goal of putting Vancouver 
on the map of independent EM. As for the local scene 
I must admit to not being too active lately. New 
releases by Blair Petrie, Negavision, 3 raineaters 
and Emily have been good and I know of other groups 
who are active but there seems to a lack of energy 
in the underground scene. Hopefully that will change 
as CLAS becomes more active in releasing local music 
to the world. If you want to receive the next CLAS 
catalogue send a SAE or IRC and have a look at the 
enclosed catalogue for some interesting product. 



















The following is something I should have done 
with the first iisue of CLEM. It's an explanation 
of the terms I use to describe music. I'm not a 
professional reviewer and I have a very limited 
idea of musical theory. Therefore I don't describe 
music in technical terms but how the music effects, 
me and the feelings I get from the music. 

EM - stands for more then electronic music. But 
when use as a description term it means synthesizers 
are used, the term is used mostly with other terms. 

Independent - much more acoustic instruments used, 
more a description of the feel of the music and the 
desire of the artist for excellence in music rather 
than a standard sound for AM/FM radio. 

New Wave - not a derogatory term, lots of repeta- 
tive drums, good dance music, usually more vocals 
than most EM. 

Bee Bop - like new wave but more imaginative, 
more independent sound, very happy or upbeat music. 
Usually EM that makes your feet move. 

German EM - The real original EM, flowing synth 
sound of Klaus Schulze or Tangerine Dream. Lots of 
N.A. are picking up on this sound. 

Synergy EM - Like the above but a fuller sound, 
as in Larry Fast's works. Usually more upbeat and 

not as relaxing (sleepy). 

Dark or Harsh - this can be EM or independent, 
the Dark music can be soft and flowing but it has 
a sinister feel to it, or the vocals are challeng¬ 
ing, spooky, quiet yet strong. The Harsh music is 
sometimes the same but usually louder and to an 
untrained ear can:'be very non-musical and unplea- 
sent. 

Meditative or New Age - meditative is the relax¬ 
ing soft, flowing music which usually uses synth but 
combines flutes and natural recorded sounds to 
creat a relaxing and positive enviroment. To me 
the New Age sound is like the above witha more 
excited beat and a fuller sound, not music to 
sleep buy but music to think by. 

Sound collage, Sound art, or Sound poetry - 
can be musical or non-musical usually pre-recorded 
or found tape that is put together to creat an 
effect on the listener. Thinking people music. 

Some pieces are enjoyable and postive, some are 

harsh and challenging. 

Classical EM - not so much a sound as where 
the sound was created. Music from the EM programs 
of the universites of the world. Sometimes quiet 
pleasing at other times verging on non-musical. 

Improvised - can be EM but usually is used to 
describe a jazz sound. It's music that builds on 
it's own sound, usually no vocals, usually 20 
minute cuts. 

T.G. sound - Although you can’t call Throbbing 
Gristle complete originals, they did form many 
different influences into a sound that was Doth 
harsh yet very musical and enjoyable, lots of 
energy and repetative rhythms• Again music for 
people who think. 

One reason why I don't classify the contacts in 
CLEM by musical style is there are so many who 
cross from one musical, style to another plus who 
am I to say that a particular form of music is 
this style when it may effect you differently. 

I hope the above has help in reading CLEM. 

That's It for the editorial this time. It's 
only about the sixth time I've rewritten it. I 
hope I got my thoughts across.. Enjoy CLEM, use 
it and keep in touch with info for CLEM Sept 84. 
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As you will soon see this is an up¬ 
date to CLEM May 83 and you need that 
issue to make this update work. A single 
issue is $4 Can, $ 4'US paid US funds, 
and $5 in Europe.

"Death Solo came about their 
name from a part of one of their songs 
called 'Killing of the Witch', which re¬ 
quired the sound of someone's head being 
cut off with a chainsaw. This section 
was described in the musical score as a 
'Death Solo', hence the name. 'A lot 
of people have told us it's a terrible 
name', says cofounder Bob Richards, 
'However, we stopped listening to other 
people's opinions quite a while ago 1 . 

Bob Richards and fellow soloist Steve 
Ardagh have been marching to their own 
drum machine for about seven years with 
little regard to popular trends. 'We 
started out as a pair of hot-shot rock 
guitar players wanting to be the next 
Jimi Hendrix or whoever which reflected 
in our earliest recordings. As we con¬ 
tinued writing and playing, though, our 
classical and other influences gradually 
expanded our musical outlooks and led to 
our particular sound as it is now and 
continues to progress. Setting up our 
own studio and getting rid of our drummer 
were crucial turning points.' The music 
ranges from pop and rock tones to pro¬ 
gressive rock and beyond. 'We like a 
big, full sound in our music which re¬ 
quires careful arranging and over-dubbing 
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techniques, It f s easy to get carried 
away and often knowing what to leave out 
is the most important factor. f Although 
Death Solo uses drum machines on all 
their recorded work, care is taken to 
keep a human feel in the overall sound. 
f We certainly don’t want to sound like 
all those horrible techno-beep bands 
coming out of England these days. There 
is a big difference between using tech^ 
nology in a musical way of just turning 
everything on full bleep to cover ud 
your lack of musical ability. 1 Death 
Solo write, arrange, and record every¬ 
thing themselves in Steve’s basement, 
also functioning as their own engineers 
and producers. ’It’s the only way to 
go for us, anyway. Between us we play 
guitars, keyboards, synths, basses, per¬ 
cussion instruments, violins, glocken^* 
speils, you name it. If we can’t play 
a part ourselves, we just leave it out 
or slow the tape down and try it that 
way. 1 Richards and Ardagh have developed 
a 'so what’ attitude concerning recogni¬ 
tion and a recording contract, although, 
if allowed, it would be nice if we could 
get a little exposure. Most people seem 
to like our music as it is and it would 
be nice to build on that. However, we 
don't lose any sleep over it. We have 
unlimited flexibility and artistic free¬ 
dom with our present format and that 
seems to be something the music industry 
as a whole frowns on. I must say it 
would be nice to have a professional 
budget to buy more equipment with, but 
outside of that, it’s not worth the 
aggravation." I have orinted Bob’s 
Semi-official Death Solo Biography in 
its entirety as I’m sure other CLEM 
contacts would probably identify with 
the above. Latest word is they hope to 
have a cassette release this spring.

Jean 
Brisson: born 1955, Montreal, Quebec, 

Canada; human vocals/speech synthesizer/ 
analogue synthesizers/'electric' bass/ 
electronic rhythms/lyrics/composition. 
Collette Guimond: born 1961, Montreal, 
Quebec, Canada; analogue synthesizers/ 
'electric' bass/electronic rhythms/ 
some lyrics/composition. Negavision was 
formed late 1978 as a need of expression 
through the electronic medias, using 
electronic instruments mostly. Negavi- 
sion is more directly involved with com¬ 
pos tion and musical structures up until 
now, and is concentrating its energies 
towards producing a live performance 
worthy of the Hollywood's 'Golden Era' 
type of entertainment performance. In 
this respect, Negavision is definitely 
a 'West Coast' band. The proximity of 
all the by-products of the fifties 
(drive-in theatres/snack & soda bars/ 
beaches/'life on four wheels') is very 
much influential to us, and Vancouver 
was once known as the 'Neon City', as 
it once had (and still has) more neon 
tube signs than anywhere else in North 
America. Our music can be construed as 
a direct reflection of our environment. 
Musically, being in Canada means constant 
exposure to European culture, which is 
more accessible in this country, but 
never relinquishing that we are living 
in North America, and that our whole 
material environment is definitely Amer¬ 
ican. This explains why our music, by 
nature, sounds at least different fron 
what is heard all the time. It is more 
global in approach and less tainted by 
a strong network of established cultural 
values. Our music is much more ’open 
ended'. Also considering the fact that 
I have been personally involved (Jean) 
in Art performance and Video Art since 
1978, our music can then be justified 
as being more 'visual', or at least more 
apt at creating imageries in the listen¬ 
er's mind. According to the musical 
structures, a video based upon one of 
our songs would then be closer to a 
short segment of a feature movie than 
simply a three minute TV ad promoting 
our music. Art performance means that 
our live performances are definitely 
much more theatrical or dramatic in 
essence, as well as being a visual treat. 
This is phase two for Negavision, by 
performing material which is a lot more 
direct, live, and entertaining (as op¬ 
posed to 'commercial'), and generate 
response from a much broader public, 
all this while maintaining a solid mu¬ 
sical integrity and respect towards our¬ 
selves and respect towards the public's 
abilities to pick the best choices with 
no heed of being force fed. This is 
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what has earned Negavision respect and 
admiration so far, and we intend to 
follow in this direction. The public 
deserves accessibility to Negavision, 
and we're out there to make this a 
reality."
